Ordinance 2014-3 - Sign and Advertising Devices
Attorney Nerlin said there have not been changes from the first reading.
Tom Wills moved to adopt Ordinance 2014-3, amending the code of the Town of Hotchkiss,
seconded by Dustyn Foster, with all in favor.

Enhancement Trails Project Update
Engineer Fagan reported the Town had met with the County and discussed where it would be
practical to place the bridge across the river. The County will continue to work with property
owners. Public Works is resuming work on the trail by City Market.

Town Engineer Report
Engineer Fagan said she is making modifications to the grant/loan application. The DOLA
application is due December 1't.
The sewer line replacement project is progressing. The Town is asking for $2,000,000 from
CWRPDA and DOLA. The CWRPDA money will be a split between loan and grant and the
DOLA money will be grant. The project will go to bid this winter.

BLM Resource Management Plan Update
Mayor Koontz said the BLM is behind in getting the documents to the public. The information
should be to the public the first quarter of 2015.

Downtown Improvement Update
Mary Hockenbery reported they are planning for next year. Most of the planters have been
adopted. They are looking at bike racks for the downtown area. Dustyn Foster and Tom Wills
will continue work on the Barney/Fair Park.

Delta County Housing Task Force Update
No report.

Hotchkiss Planning Commission
Tom Wills reported the NF Mosquito Abatement District gave a report to the Planning
Commission. They are looking at including more properties into the District. Some areas of
Town are being treated but are not paying the mill levy. The property owners have to petition
to join the mosquito district. The District will work with property owners. The District will be
asking for an increase in mill levy in the 2016 election. They are asking for a $1,000 donation
from the Town in 2015.
The Planning Commission is working on no-impact subdivision regulations. They will give
the Trustees these amended regulations in December for possible adoption in January.

Carrie Wingfield said no meeting was held

Becca Pachl told the Trustees the National Honor Society has been helping with the Helping
Hands program at Hotchkiss K-8. The program sends food boxes home on weekends and
holidays.
